The Hamburger Fremdenblatt sstitnates that Germany alone
lost more than 90,000 intellectuals in the first eight monuths of the
war. About 25,000 students of universities, preparatory colleges
and technical schools had been killed up to April 1. Other casu-
alties included 10,000 professors of universities and collegea and
teachers in schools and other educational Institutions, 11,000
judgea and attorneys, 18,000 public officials of various kidns,
11,000 editors, writers, artists, musiciana and actors, and 156,000
chemists, technicians, engineers and kindred professions,

The losses of the Austro-Hungarian thinking classes are com-
paratively as heavy. A London paper makes similar comments
on the toll of talent and genius which Great Britain and France
are paying for an uncertain triumph on the “field of honor.”" It
is the same with Italy, Russin adn the other belligerent nations
It was only recently that the cable reported Gabriel D'Annunzio,
Italy’s leading poet, fiying over Trieste and dropping his verses
nlong with death dealing bombs.

On such articles as coal, lumber, hay, ¢te., which do not reguire
rapid transportation, and in the earrying of which there is bhut little
danger of loss, shippers have a right to expeet and demand low rates
In the earvying of perishable produets, requirving vapid trausportation
and incurring great risk, rvailvoads have a right to ask and reecive
rates commensurate with the services vendered and risk ineurred,

Among shippers of live stoek, we do not believe there is one-half
the demand for lower rates that there is for better serviee, Exeept
for an oceasional ecomplaint that rates are not equitable, that is, that
the rate to some given point is not as low as it ought to be as com
paved with the rate to some other point, we do not hear mueh said
F;-mn-cling live stock freight rates; but we do hear a good deal regard
ing serviee, and not a few complaints regarding the seeviee railroads
render in the shipping of live stock.
_ One per cent. difference in the condition of live stoek upon reach-
g market means more to the shipper than five per cent. difference
in th freight rate,  If the railroads will give live stoek shippers the
serviee they want, they will not hear them elamoring for exeossively
low freight rates, -
